of Man. Butthatis twofold: 
Supreme, to his Farher, in the 

is firſt; and Subordinate, to his 
Brother in the ſecond Table. 


1 2 Our Dutie to God, muſt bee 
both 7nternal, inthe firſt Commandement; and 
Externall, in the three following ; and rhar in three 
reſpe&s, of Things , in the ſecond; of Words, in 
the third ; and of Times, in the fourth. This Se- 
cond then, is a Commandemenr intoyning T hings 
concerning our externall dutie to God. It is nega- 
tive : forbidding m_— onely the worſhipping

Init is tonchedthe 
very pitch of all all precepts: both the commande- 
ment to which, and the argument by which it doth 
perſwade vs: T hou ſhalt not make to thy ſelfe any 
grauen Image, nor any likeneſſe of any thing that « 
in heauen about, or in theearth beneath, Or in the 
water vnder the earth: T hou ſhalt not bow downe to 
them , nor worſhip them. This is the Commandc- 
ment przfixt;to which is afhxt, as commanding an 
argument : For, I the Lord thy God, am 4 icalous 
God, viſning the ſinnes of the Fathers wpon the chil- 
dren, wnto the third and fourth generation in them 
that hate me : && ſhewing mercy unto thouſands of 
them that loue me, and keepe my commandements, 
The Commandement forbiddeth all men, two 
things concerning Images : their Purpoſe, Thou 
ſhalt not make 19 thy ſelfe any grauen Image, nor any 
likeneſſe, of any thing that ts in heauen aboue, or in 
the earth beneath, or in the water vnder the earth: 
and their PraQice, thou ſhalt not bow downe to them, 
nor worſhip them. And that the Commandement 
may the better deſcend into our hearts , the Argu- 
ment doth aſcend from two heads. Firſt, hee per- 
| ſwadeth vs trom his Tuſtneſle, for 7 rhe Lord thy God 
am a iealous Cod, which viſit the ſinnes of the fathers 
vpon the children, vnio the third, and fourth gene- 
ration in them that hate mee. Secondly from his 
Goodnefle, and ſhewing mercy vmo thouſands in 
them that lowe me, and keepe my Commandements.

Burt this ſhuffling maketh their Cauſe the 
more ſuſpicious: hee that putreth out the Candle, 
doth kindlea conceit, that chere may be ſome rhee- 
uerie, andit isa pretie trick of petie Pilferers, when 
they haveſtollen one bagge of Ten , to diuide one 
of the Nine into Two, to make vp the number. 
But God be bleſſed, his providence hath preuented 
this A For, Exod. 20.7. Thou ſhalt not co- 
wet thy neighbonrs honſe : Thou ſhalt not conet thy 
neighbours-wife : but, Dent.5.21. it is inverted, 7 how 
ſhalt not conet thy neighbours wife : Thoa ſhalt not 
couet thy neighbours houſe. The Tenth can bee bur 
one Commandement : if the S-cond be none, then 
are there but nine Commandements, and this is 
ſhort meaſure for a Decalogue. 

The next is moregrofle : a peremptorie exclu- 
ding of this Commandement , auouching it to bee 
Politiue, and proper onely to the ewes - net mo- 
rall and obligatorie to the whole world. This is the 
refined device of Yaſques : and this ſecmeth to bee 
the ſcope of ſubtle S#«rcz, though he carry it more 
couertly. Said, I ſay, it is by ſome of our Aduerſa- 
ries, to bee ceremoniall , and therefore not to con- 
cerne vs Chriſtians. 

The Heathens had an Hieroglyphick , expreſſed

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\ werld, and yee who are going out of the world, God 
doth hate impudence. By the Child they vnderftood 
Life, or Mencomming into the world : by the old 
Man, Death, or ſuch as are going out of the world : 
by the Hawke (which is of a moſt quick ſight) the 
ommniſcient God: by the Fiſh (which is an abomi- 
nationto the Egypiians) Hatred : and by the Hip- 
popotamw (which is ſaid vanaturally to kil the Sire, 
and to force the Damme) 1mpudence. I may make 
bold to make vie of this phraſe: I fay therefore, O 
yee Romiſts , from the old Cardinal! to the young 
Nonice : Know that the Zagle-eye of Gods ven- 
geance will purſue that hated Wretchto perdition z 
whodare fo to {mite bis Father, God - and to offer 
ſuch violence to his Mother, the Charch: asto vi- 
lifie, and nullifie that Precept , which Hee hath gi- 
uen, and Shee. ſhould keepe. | 
Conſider the commination., God will viſice I- 
mage-adorers: the commendation , God calleth ic 
4 lone,ifmen will not worſhip them : the long plague, 
Twill viſue the third and fourth generations of them 
that doe worſhip : andthe longer promile,! will ſhew 
, mercy vnto thouſands, of them that doe nor breake, 
d but keepe among(t thereſt, eſpecially this Comman- 
| dement. The Titles; of himſclfe, 7 am 4 zealous 
God : of pain » Iniquitie,, and the hatred of 
\ God, tobow t6 an Image. Now is all this baci?o- 
ſitive ? but Ceremonial ? but for a People? butfor a 
*% Seaſon ? 
"_ , But whereas God hath written in this Comman- 


dement , aSic were io gninlietre, that bee which 
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runneth may reade them, rNfandaturm meu , My 
Commandement : for Man to blot this out, and 
in the ſtead thereof co write HMandatum nullum , 
No Commandement : This is ſomewhat harh ; 
to ſay no more. Whereas God faith here; 7 wil 
ſhew mercy vmo thouſands of them that k:zpe , Man- 
data mea, my Commandements; to reply, Lord we 
will bauethy mercies, and we doe keepe, Mandate 

» 2u4, thy Cammandements; onely this long Com- 
mandement is Mavdarum willzem , no Commande- 
ment : it ts ceremoniall, it concerneth not vs. Can 
we conceive this without bluſhing ? 

Leaue we then the Image-worſhippers ro their 
(hifts and ſubtilties. For vs, ket vs vie almoſt the 
2eller. de Imag, Words of their Belfarming in this caſe , rhough in 
b.2, c4p.22, Another branch thereof. Dicont fortaſſe pr ecept um 
pag-2077%. [oquitur de Latria per ſe, & nou propter alind: 
Peraduenture they will diſtinguiſh of this Com- 
mandement. Nil facit ad rem : bic enim non de [en- 
ſm, ſed de verbirggrmes : Their Diſtinions are no- 
thing to the purpoſe ; for wee are here to conſider 
the wordes of the Commandement.

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roundly for our cauſe : Thew ſhalt not make to thy 
ſelfe any grauen Image,nor any likeneſſe, f any thing, 
that is in Heanen about , or in the Earth beneath, or 
in the Water vnder earth. Thou ſhalt not bow downe 
10 them, nor worſhip them. 

Thus long hbaue I beene «wrradeys , and have 
ſhewed what they can lay for Images. Now I muſt 
bee &xo902adows, and ſhew what weecan ſay againſt 
Images. A few blowes will bee enough taftned on 
a feeble Adverſarie : I will diſpatch this diſcourſe 
very ſpeedily. As Debora lang of the Heavens, 
Indges 5.20, that the Srarres therein in their courſes 

fong ht againſt Siſera : ſo may I ſay of this Precepr, 
that the Pojntr herein , in their courſes fight againit 
Images. Inthe P»wrpoſe, the firſt Point is the prohi- 
bicion : Thow ſhalt not make to thy ſelfe any graucn 
Image, that is, without authoritie from God. Let 
all our Image-worſhippers , ſhew any one authori- 
tie out of the Scriptures, for the making and wor. 
ſhipping of Images, and wee contend no far

Andas it followeth-in the plaine ſyllables of the 
Expoſition :if their Crucifixes, Roodes, and other 
Images, be not ſome likeneſſe, of ſome thing , either

then may they excuſe, 

But it rhey doe not performe that inferiour pra- 
ice , and doe not bow 19 4 graven Image, then 
will wee bow to them, and begge forgiueneſle for 
our calumnie : but if they doe,---thendeeme I ir 
their dutie to bow to God, and craue pardon for 
their idolatrie. 

The Arguments, drawne from Gods iuſtneſle 
and goodnelle, are rather from Images then againſt 
Images: and therefore they ſeeme not very perti- 
nent tothis point. Yet it will appeare,'thar theſe 
alſo, are nor like Heros, Iudges 5.21. but that 
they alſo come forth to the helpe of the Lord, to 
the helpe of the Lord againſt rhe mightie. 

The Peniſher, God : is expreſſed by a dreadfull 
Title; Heis a jcalows God ! Now, when a iealous 
man will excule his wife, who hath communicated 
her Bed and Body to another, mitigating that ARi- 
on by the manner thereof, and the qualitie of the 
Perſon : then will our jea/ous God approoue the 
worlhipping of Images, qualified by quaint Diftin- 

ions. 

The Puniſhment, is powred on Perſons, who are 
here ſaid ro hate God; and ſuch are the worlbip- 
pers of [mages ; efed;a2 , ar the leaſt. By ir they 
haue occaſioned the Heathen to 4a:e Chriſt, and' 
Chriſtianitie. Images have beene an infinite ſcan- 
dallto rhe Turkes, to the Tewes, and to the Gen- 
tiles, as it is avouched by learned Chemmitiue. 

Gods Goodneſſe, both in regard of the Qualitic, 
Mercy: 
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Mercy : and of the Quantitie thereof, ro Thouſands: 
is inlarged to ſuch as are ſo qualified as the Text 
mentioned, wbo in declining of Images, doe keepe 
Mandata mea, elchewing this ſinne forbidden in the 
Scriptures. 

he Scriptare (is our Danid againſt the Phili- 
ſtims ) it bringeth forth an armie of Arguments 
againſt Images. Of this Armie of allegations, I 
will draw out (like Gedeon, 1udges 7.) onely ſome 
fewe ſeleted Voluntaries ; although a multicude 
might bee preſt forth ro this purpoſe. Theſe alſo 
( as Daxid did his mightie men, 2.Sam.23.) I will 
reduce to three Companies. I will oppoſe Images, 
from the Law, from the Prophets , and from the 
New Teſtamene. 

The Law, you ſee, the very Letter thercof doth 
ſmice downe Images in this Commandement : be- 
ſides this, wee haue a Caucat , not romakethe I- 
mage of God ,Dea1.4.15. A command not to how 
to an Image, Zewir, 26. 1. And becauſe they did 
make an Image, and bow to it, Thouſands dyed for 
it, Exod. 32. 28. 

The Prophets : Eſay faith , They that make #n 1- 
mage, are alt 0 them wanitie, 44:9. A molten I- 
mage is a Teacher of lyes, ſaith Habbakkuk 2.18. but 
of all that is moſt fearfull, Pſal. 97.7. Confounded 
be alt they that worſhip carued Images. T hecurſe of 
God ftriketh ſomewhat neercr then a Trens Ana- 
thema : and the Trent abettors, had necde totake 


notice of it. 


The New Teftament : T's change the glorie of God 
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1110 the Image of a man, was the fine of the Pagans, 

ſaich Saint Paul, Roms. 1.23. And it ſhall bee the 

propertie of Antichriſt , that his ſeruants (hall 
” worthip /dols, or Images, laith Saint 9hn, Reel. g. 

r 20. and therefore that wee ſhould bee neither fe- 

duced to Amichrift , nor reduced to Pageniſme_: | 
the Apoſtle fbutteth vp bis Epiftle wich that em- 
phaticall Cave , 1. 10h. 5.vit, Babe; take heed of I- 
dls; not onely of 1dolarrie, but of 1dels , and the 
very occa(ion thereof. 

Now , I may vſe the phraſe of that Heathen 
Judge: Si bic non ſit teſtimoniorum ſatu,neſcio quid 
fit ſatu : It theſe bee not teſtimonies enough , I 
know not what is enough. Butthis I know, that 
they all giue plaine witneſle to the plaine wordes 
of my T ext, Thou ſhalt not make 19 thy ſelfe any 
granen Image. Therefore ; Image-adoration is 
moſt abominable. 

Let mee craue your kave, that I mayrakemy 
leaue in a word of Exhortation : God knoweth 
when we ſhall meet here againe cogether ; let not 
therefore my long Yale tire you , though it bee in- 
deed ſomewhat over-tedions. ; 

Firft therefore, I addrefſe my ſpeech two wayes, | 
to two ſorts of Romrſh Catholikes. Some are r- | 
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£idi, reſoluce in their determinations : others are 
molliores , more moderate in their opinions. 
Forthe firſt, 1 ſhould preſome,, if I ſhould but 
hope, to preuaile with them by perſwaſton. 1 re- 
memberthat peremptorie proteſtation of the Ab- 
bot T heodoſews, inthe ſeuenth Synode.

Alchough their pow- 
der plot would hauc buried our Records , yet 
our Records cannot burie their powder plor. 
That telleth vs , that they hate vs ; and chat 
they hate vs as for Poperie in generall ; fo for 
Images in particular. 

Were they not Image-worſhippers , which 
were thoſe powder Pioners ?- And was it not 
a miraculous Image , which ſome afterwardes 
produced to iuſtifie , nay to ſanRikie eicher the 
Action , or ſome ARor in that conſpiracie ? 
But bleſſed bee God ! that Aﬀtian was indeed 
an Image , Idolum , Scimus idolum in mundo 
nhil fe, it did nothing in the world to hurt 
vs. And thoſe ARtors were meere 1do/a , like 
the Heathen Images, P/al. 135.15. They had 
eyes, but they ſaw not ; that Flame which they 
looked for. They had cares, but they heard not ; 
that Cracke which they prayed for. They had 
mouthes, but they breathed not ; out that threat- 
ned hauocke to our Church and Common- 
wealth, which they conſpired for. O then, al- 
chough you efteeme vs not Chriſtians , yer 
abate, abate, as yee are men , abate this inhu- 
mane crueltie, And if that plot had beene 
perfected , you had doubtleſle plagued vs , to 
the third and fourth Generation : but wichall 
I feare, I feare , you bad prevented God from 
{hewing mercy (toward your ſelues) euen to 
Thouſands. Therefore for our Bodies lake, and

leaues , not able to cover the 

nefle of your idolatrie ? Let me therefore d0n- 

uent your conſcience : and in the ſight of your 
conſcience, and of God himfelfe, let mee con- 
iure you to reade over this long Commande- 
ment , againe and againe , at your beſt leaſure, 
And then conſider adviſedly , whether G o »- 
doth not ſeeme to fpeake ro you , 2s hee did 

to Jonah : Doeſt rhow well to- bee angrie for the tmatac;, 
gourd ? (6 here, doe you well to be anyrie for 

the forbidding of Image-worlhip ? Bout if you 
ſhould anſwere Gop for uw errour, as m_ Verſ9

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1 did for his anger ; Wee doe well to verbs I- 
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es , even vaio death , that you will die in 
Devotion : Then doe I feare that the ſe- 
uventh verſcof the nintie ſeuen Pſa/me will bethe 
Epiraph on your Graue-ſtone : Confounded are 
all they which worſhip carued Images. 

But beloned , I hope for, and pray for 
better things, for many of. you : euen ſuch 
things, as may accompanie ſaluation. To which 
end , conſider this plaine Commandement ! Not 
any likentſſe, of any thing , in any place. Con- 
fider alſo the 4rgwment. The Puniſher, a icalous 
God , | whome yee cannot blinde with your

.blanch'd excuſes. T he Puniſhment, he will vi- 


ſite the ſiones of the Fathers on the Children , to 
the third and fourth generation, that is, if you 
perſiſt-, Gods vilitations and plagues may bee 
powred on your owne Perſons , yea and on 
ur ohi/drens children, and your owne eyes 
{ball behold chem. 
- But if you conuert (Chriſt moue your hearts 
to ſuch a happy conuerſion) then mercies (hall 
bee multiplyed vpon you in Thewſands : you 
ſhall bee made the inftruments to ſave thou- 
ſanas.,of foules, of ſuch as fhall iſſue from your 
owne: bodies.

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ſeech you Brethren , I beſeech you , conſider 
what I ſay ; and God almightie give you vnder- 
ſtanding in all things. 

But be it ſo, that in Gods ſecret Wiſedome, 
or in his ſacred 1»ſtice, our Aduerfaries doe e- 
ſteeme theſe poore wordes of mine , to bee in- 
deed bur Wordes , but Winde , but Water fpilt 
ypon the ground , not worth the taking vp : 
yet you, who are Friends, Brethren, and Fellow- 
members , bee yee Gedeons fleece , attra®t this 
deaw of Heauen , more then the Romiſh Ca- 
tholikes (that is in their ſence) more then all 
the world beſides. A motinue : Conſider the 
Contronerſie betwixt vs. It is not (as Be/larmines 
phraſe is) de ftilicidys , concerning that Faves- 


. dropping, Houſe ranſacking , Sonle-ſifting , Bo- 


ſome-exenterating, Anricular Confeſſion ; though 
thae bee a\\trange intruding myſtical policte. 
It is not de 20 apice , of one Poine , that full 
Point, where the Papifts would pitch their pe- 
riod , the Papacie , the Primacie ; though thee 
be an inſolent inſulting proud Tyrannie. Nei- 
ther is it onely an hereſie 5 although the wor- 
ſhipping euen of Chrifts /m2age , was eſteemed 
an hereſic, by Irenews, Epiphanius, Auguſtine, 
and Damaſcen , as Bellarmige himſelfe doth te- 
fifie, Bur it is 1do/atrie - 1dolatrie, at the very 
name whereof , Heaven doth lament, Hell tri- 


. umph , and the Zarth cannot but quake and 


tremble.

Idolatrie , for which (laudins and Nicoſtra- 
tws, expert Statuaries, were put to death , be- 
cauſe they would not make ſuch Statues ; chu- 
ſing rather to die, then to giue the occaſion of 


! Idolatrie. 


1dolatrie , of which Spalato ſpeaketh : that 
Idolatrie is worle then molt Herefze : Idolaters 
to bee ſeparated from by all men. 1dolatric, is 
the crime from which God doth command 
you, and I perlwade you. 

Now, that worſhipping of Images is Idula- 
trie , I necde not tell you ; ex ore infantium, 
when you catechiſe your children , your chil- 
dren will catechiſe you, Thou ſhalt not makes 
to thy ſelfe any grauen Image, &c. But nowe 
you know it , your care muſt be to ſhunne it. 
For-—the Lord iu 4 icalows God, and will di- 
uorce that Soxle, which (hall ſfinne by 1do/arrie, 
by ſpirituall Ads/teric , and Hee will viſite---- 
ſend our a plague. Ir is Car/0ns opinion , char 
the Turkes ms ouer-run ſo much of Chriftew- 


- dome, for this one ſinne of Idolatrie. Howſo- 


euer our Securitie may ſuppoſe the Twrks long 
armes too ſhort to reach vs fo farre off : Yet 


' (if wee become Idolaters) may Hee , or ſome 


ſuch as Hee, by Gods permiſſion, viſite vs----- 
But the Lord bleſſe vs from ſuch a viſitation. 

. And this Yi{tation may bee derived to the 
third

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third and fourth generation : if you worlhip 1- 
mages, you may lee Gods plagues on the chil. 
dren in this world ; and in the world co come 
you may heare your childrens cbildren , crie 
out in that phraſe of Saint Cyprian; Heu paren- 
tes ſenſimus parricidas : alas , our Parents baue 
damned vs, by their exemplaric [dolatrie. 

But I paſſe theſe puniſhments , perſwading 
my ſelfe that I ſhall perſwade you from Preo- 
miſes.\Y ou being Sownes ar Seruants,not Slaves; 
to be led with gentleneſle, and not to bee for- 


| ced with whipping : Beware then of mages, 


becauſe God will bequeath mercy wnto T hows 


' ſands , and Thouſands of mercies vnto you, if 


you doe beware. 

The Meanes alſo God ſetteth before you ; 
Amor mei , and CMandata mes. If you haue 
the /ove of God( your Hearts, and the Law of 
God in your? - {as ; Image-Idolatrie will finde 
you impregnable. Cuſome , in the later Ages, 
may perhaps ſtagger the 7gnorant + but Man- 
dats mes, Gods Law doth obſcure. Mans Law, 
as the Sunne doth the ſmalleſt Candle ! Reade 
the Scriptures, and it is impofhible ro bee inti- 
ced to 1dolatrie. For the other branch : The 
loue of Trafficke may preuaile with Merchants; 
the loue of Noneltie with Travelers; the loue 
of Profit with Trades-men;the loue of Pleaſure 
with Galants; and the loue of Preferment with 
the Ambitious, Moreouer , men may bee allu- 


red to /delatrie by the loue of Friends, by the 
oue 
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loue of Parents , by the loue of Children , by 
the Joue of a Wife , or by the loue of a Huſ- 
band. O but let theſe petie Srreames fall into 
this mayne Ocean. Let this Lowe of God, (ſwal- 4 
low vp all theſe Loves of Men. And the force 0 
of this Zowe conftrayneth mee , at the very 
thought of Images, to Bow my knees to Tow, 
that 74 would never bow your knees to 
Them. And God himſelfe bow all your 
Hearts to Him , that you may 
Neuer bow to any Images. 
Amen, Amen. {1
